“U.S. Extra No. 1” consists of pota-
toes which meet the following require-
ments:

(a) Similar varietal characteristics;

(b) Firm;

(c) Clean;

(d) At least fairly well matured;

(e) Fairly well shaped, with 50 per-
cent or more well shaped;

(f) Free from:

(1) Freezing;

(2) Blackheart;

1Packing of the product in conformity
with the requirements of these standards
shall not excuse failure to comply with the
provisions of the Federal Food and Drug Cos-
metic Act or with applicable State laws and
regulations.
